The financial standing of 
the St, Albert Public School 
District improved slightly 
last year, board Chairman 
Dave Fraser told 20 persons 
at the annual meeting last 
Friday. 

But he said the {mprove- 
ment was so slight that it 
would take many years at 
such a rate to recover the 
accumulated deficit of -- 
$35,063.66, 

The district showed asur- 
plus of $1,227.10 for 1968, 
as it recorded receipts of 
$1,018,078.42 against ex- 
penditures of $1,016,851.32. 

The total levy for school 
purposes in 1968 was 45,066 
mills which includes 21,080 
for supplementary requisi- 
tion and 23,986 mills as the 
municipality’s contribution 
to the school foundation pro- 


am. 

The provincial govern- 
ment has not approved the 
grants applicable under the 
Foundation Program for 
1969, however, it seems 
certain that once the cost

REFLECTS 


It appears clear that Mr,Trudeau has scored a marked 
success with his official visit to the U.S.A. He made a 
highly favorable impression on both the Americans and 
the Canadians and it is difficult to see how the opposition 
is going to make any hay out of this visit. They can 
usually discredit the prime minister by playing up some 
news-making frivolity, while ignoring the serious side of 
his visits, either inside or outside of Canada, This 
they can do without fear of retaliation in kind. (Nobody 
can imagine Mr, Stanfleld sliding down a banister in 
public = or in private for that matter), 


He is pleasantly, but with unmistakable firmness, making 
it clear to the Americans that Canada ts not “a mirror 
of the U.S,A,’’ and that our policies are often different 
than theirs, ‘‘We are different’? he said, and ‘each of 
us is healthier because of it’’, At the same time he 
let it plainly be known that Canada does not look at 
herself as a major power and has no exaggerated notions 
of the scope of her influence, 


Speaking to the National Press Club ( Was } he 
compared our position as neighbor to the U,S, to “being 
in bed with an elephant’, - ‘‘No matter how friendly 
the beast is =< one cannot help feeling every twitch 
and grunt’’, 


As he took the opportunity in England to describe the 
functioning of government in Canada and the approaches 
of his government to Canadian problems, so he did also 
in his address to the U.S, Press Club on Tuesday, 


Underscoring his belief in the importance of the ‘‘Right 
of the Individual to do his own thing*’’ he went on to 
jote areas of conern where his government is trying to 
protect this right, Large city problems of urban renewal, 
pollution - federal concern with providing adequate open 
spaces = with aiding native development and others. 
He spoke also ofthe federal system and working arrange- 
mants between Ottawa and the provinces, again from the 
viewpoint of how they affect the individual. ‘‘If we can 
show that our social structure is capable of change; that 
tribalism and withdrawal are not the answer; that 
diversity and non-conformity can contribute to the rich 
ness of the life of the individual; then our approach to 
government will have accomplished some of its goals’’, 
said Mr, Trudeau, 


This concern with the rights and needs of the individual 
is - we believe responsible for Mr, Trudeau's surprising 
rise to prime minister, and the basis of his so-called 
“charisma’’, It was also, in our opinion, a concern for 
the individual which brought Jack and Robert Kennedy and 
Martin Luther King to their high positions in America, 


The fear of losing their individuality - their personal 
identity - in a computerized, scientific and atomic age ~ 
is also, we think, a basic cause ofthe world wide student 
unrest, 


It seems to us the students have tried repeatedly to 
tell us “we don’t want to work on research projects 
to develop stuff like Nepalme’’, and ‘‘the fact that some 
giant corporation will support our university if we do it, 
is not a good enough reason’, In other words - “there 
are more ~yalues than money, But in spite 
of all the pious talk, this society serves one master - 
money - or profit, When we disagree you call us com= 
munists, When you won't listen to us you frustrate us 
to the point of lashing out - and when we lash out you 
bring in the police, Or if we are not the “lashing out’’ 
type, we try to escape, through drugs or hippie colonies, 
Again you call in the police, How many adults are going 
to listen and try to help? ‘We will be 50% of Canada’s 


| population in a few years time’’, 


It may be that the needs and rights of the individual 
are again ascerting themselves as a stronger force to 
be reckoned with by ‘free governments, Which is what the 
revolutions which produced democracy in the first 
place, where all about, 


Therefore we wish Prime Minister Trudeau and his 
government well in their attempt to show that ‘‘the 
social structure is capable of change’’ and that con- 
cern for the individual should be the underlying basis 
of policies of government, 


None of which has anything to do with communism, 
That approach has recently proved for the umpteenth 
time that it is utterly dependent on the “‘Big Boot’’ 
technique. And students all over the world reacted 
just as violently against the invasion of Czechoslovakia 


as they do against what they consider the evils in their 
own countries, 


Is it, in fact, just as urgent that both the American 
and Canadian governments come to grips with problems 
in their high schools, universities and among their 
underprivileged poor, as it is that they resolve the 


anti-balistic missile question and problems of of] and 
wheat marketing?

Civil legal 
aid program 
in operation 


Anexperimental! civil 
legal ald program has just 
started operating in Edmon- 
ton, 

Attorney-General Edgar 
Gerhart told the legislature 
last week that the Edmonton 
Law Society has completed 
plans for the scheme and is 
now ready to take clients, 

The program ts being fine 
anced to $25,000 by the pro= 
vincial government, It 
offers free civil legal aid to 
persons of low income wishe 
ing to bring civil cases 
before the court. 

If the government feels 
the experiment is successe 
ful, the program will likely 
be extended on a permanent 
basis throughout the pro= 
vince, 

It is expected that the 
majority of cases handled 
under the scheme will be 
divorce actions,
